OFFICIAL OPERATIONS UNDER THE COERCION 
ACT COMMENCED. 

Official operations in connection with the Co- 
ercion act may be said to have commenced 
in Ireland. Long before the usual hour 
for official business the Chief Secretary 
arrived at Dublin Castle. He was immediately 
followed by Mr. Thomas Burke, Under Secre- 
tary, and two law officers. - Gradually 
the waiting-room of the Chief Sec- 
retary’s Department became crowded with 
Resident Magistrates, Constabulary, and officers 
who bad 4ittended in obedience to telegraphic 
summonses issued last night. At least forty 
Stipendiary Justices and 100 Police Sub-Inspect- 
ors were in attendance. The Resident Magis- 
trates were principally from the disturbed dis- 
tricts in the South, Northwest, and West. 
Among 

THE DISTRICTS REPRESENTED 

were West Cork, Leitrem, Galway, Mayo, Sligo, 
Clare, Waterford, Longford, Tipperrary, Limer- 
ick, and Donegal. The Inspector-Generai of Pris- 
ous, the Hon. Charles Bourke, was sent for totake 
part in the interview, which was to result in 
temporarily depriving a number of village 
tyrants of their libeFty. It was first decided, as 
already telegraphed, to place all persons 
arrested in Kilmainham Jail, the celis of which 
are provided with a wooden floor. The next 
business was the consideration of the 
districts to which the Coercion act 
should apply: Two resident magistsates from 
each county were called together to the Chief 
Secretary's private apartment and carefully 
examined respecting the state of crime in 
their respective localities. The fullest details 
were asked respecting outrages upon persons, 
cattle, or property. 

THE EXTENT OF ILLEGAL DRILLING

it was taken. The Constabulary and officers 
were in attendance for the purpose of giving 
all the necessary information regarding thefr 
particular localities, and adducing evidence on 
which to ground warrants against individuals.

on reasonable suspicion of being guilty 
of participation in outrages. The interviews 
lasted all day, and, though Mr. Forster intended 
to go to England to-night, he has postponed bis 
departure, owing to the importance of his duties 
here. ° 

THE CHIEF SECRETARY 
will take a broad view of the operation of the 
new act. While some of the law officials at the 
Castle deem suspicion fairly pcinted at an 
individual to be sufficient to justify bis arrest, 
Mr. Forster insists that evidence of an overt act 
must be adduced, such as would infiu- 
ence his mind in the capacity of 
a juror, and that a prima facie case be 
established against the accused. A meeting of 
the Privy Council was held at the Castle this 
evening. The Dublin Gazette was then issued, 
containing proclamations for the Counties of 
Clare, eleven Baronies in the County Cork, Gal- 
way, Kerry, Leitrim, Limerick, Mayo, Rosscom- 
mon, and Sligo. 
THE PROCLAMATION. 

Following is a copy of the proclamation for 
the County Clare: 

“By the Lord- Lieutenant and Privy Council in 
Ireland. Earl Cowper: We, the Lord-Lieuten- 
ant-General and General-Goveruor of Ireland, 
by and with the advice of. the Privy 
Council ot Ireland, and in virtue of an act passed 
in the forty-fourth year of the reign of her 
Majesty Queen Victoria, entitied Au act for 
the better protection of person and property in 
Ireland,’ and of every power and authority in 
this behalf, do by this, our order, specify 
and declare that part of Ireland 
hereafter mentioned, that is to say the 
County. of Clare, shall from and 
after the Sth day of March be and continue a 
prescribed district, within the meaning of the 
provision of said act. Given at Dublin Castle, 
this 4th day of March, 1881.“ 

This proclamation was signed by Chief-Secre- 
tary Forster, Lord Moncks, the Right-Hon. E. 
Sullivan, Master of¢ Rolls, Judge Fiani- 
gan, and Gen. Sir ,Thomas Montague 
Steele, Commander of the forces. The 
proclamations for the other counties are similar 
The Gaselte also contains two forms for arrest, 
one tor high treason, the other in blank for a 
crime to be specified. 

THE NUMBER OF ARRESTS 
as originally intended will be very much dimin- 
ished by the volunteer exile of numbers of 
the suspected.

PARNELL JUSTIFIES DEVOY’S TELEGRAM. 
To the Western associated Press. 

Loxpox. March 4.—In the debate on the Army 
bill, Parneil justified John Devoy’s telegram as 
a fair reply to Harcourt’s threats. The Minis- 
try were trying their best to prove that the 
Fenians were right, and drive men like himself 
and Dillon outside the lines of the Copstitution, 
but they would not succeed.

shining minarets, and towns, and palm-groves 
of some of the capital cities of Persia. Denver 
is the only really metropolitan city between the 
Missouri River and San Francisco. It rivals 
Kansas City in business growth, and is far 
superior toit in beauty of location, and in the 
architectural elegance of its buildings. Nature 
bas been most profuse and kindly in her fuvors, 
and these have been nobly supplemented 
by the iatelligent energy of her citizens. Its 
elevation, 5,000 fect above the sea-level, secures 
a clear, dry air, most favorable to health, and 
makes it a favorit resort for invalids suffering 
with asthma or other diseases of the respiratory 
organs. 

, ITS LOCATION 

is upon a dry mesa, sloping gently to the banks 
of the Platte River, with a fail sufficient for 
good drainage and sewerage. Itis in full view 
of the Rocky Mountain Range, over whose tree- 
clad foot-bills snowy peaks lift their heads, and 
temver with delightful coolness the summer- 
nights. Its broad streets are lined with trees, 
which in the summer cast a most grateful 
shade; and in the gutter-ways on either side 
flow streams of pure living water, drawn from 
tho Platte some distance above the city, and 
distributed by acequias, or irrigating ditches, 
to the different levels of grade. The soil 
is a mixture of disintegrated granit and sili- 
cious rocks, with sufficient alluvium to 
cement it, forming when packed by travel a 
solid and firm roadway, through which the rains 
and meiting snows soon filter, leaving a dry and 
easy footing. 

Unlike most Far- Western cities, and especially 
those in mining districts, its citizens seem to 
have come to stay; and the architectural beauty 
of its buildings, both mercantile and private, 
the numberiess elegant villas and dwellings with 
large ornamented grounds, are a sure index 
both of the prosperity and the faith of the 
builders in the city’s future. Moreover, its 
houses are not usually corniced with mortgages, 
but asarule are free and unincumbered. The 
noble buildings erected recently by Lieut.-Gov. 
Tabor, Moffat, Kassler, Cheesman, and others 
would be an honor even to our own splendid 
rebuilt Chicago. Then again, as Denver is 
but the expression of Colorado, the rapid 
growth of the city and the ornate and perma- 
nent character of its improvements are a fair 
exponent of the 

GENERAL PROSPERITY OF THE STATE, 
and especially of the permanence and value of 
its mineral interests. i 

Colorado is not now, and probably never will 
be, a great agricultural State. Dependent, as 
the growth of cereals is here, entirely upon irri- 
gation, and that umited by the capacity of the 
few streams flowing from the mountains, if 
these interests are developed sufficiently to meet 
the home demand it will be ali that can be ex- 
pected. Her present dependence and future 
hopes lie in the exhaustiess seams and deposits 
of gold, silver, lead, iron, and coal which climb 
her grand old mountain-slopes or lie buried at 
their feet. In respect to confidence in the 
Stability and value of these, 1 cannot 
but note difference in sentiment 
between apent . citizens ot the State, 
who are familiar with the facts, and residents of 
the East, who onlg know of them through the 
shuttlecock manipulation of mining specujators, 
or by the reports of transients who have come 
and gone, and haps been bitten by the sharps 
who infest every ining community. 

It isa fact that, through all the past year of 
depression, caused mostly by the withdrawal of 
Eastern capital, the work of development, 
though erippied thereby, has moved steadily and 
successfully onward. The condition of our min- 
ing industries is very far in advance of. what it 
bas ever been before,—the probabilities being 
strong of a vastiy increased output of ore for 
1881. 1 know this from personal examinations in 
my tours of the mining districts. 

*erbaps no parties really understand and 
comprehen! the future greatness of Colorado 
more than those men 

WHO CONTROL PHE RAILROAD INTERESTS 
of the State. Few men of the age have further 
prophetic vision in discovering and locating tne 
sources of financial wealth than Jay Gould, Sid- 
ney Dillon, Russell Sage, Gen. Palmer, and other 
magnates of the Union Pacific, the Denver & 
Rio Grande, and the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fé Railroads; and these men have invested 
enormous sums of money in this State. and are 
preparing to plant still greater sums. Whatever 
may be said of their schemes as being selfish and 
of self-aggrandizement,the fact itself is evidence 
of their faith in the vaiue of their investments. 
They certainly would not make them if they be- 
lieved that the rapid development of the State 
was the result of an ephemeral and temporary 
excitement, which would soon abate, and leave 
their investments ashore. as from a retiring flood. 


Even now, amid winter storms and avalanches, 


and over deep snows, their engineers 
are threading our mountain- passes, and survey- 
ing routes by whica the rails of steel shall 
conducted to the farther mining camps. I was 
profoundly impressed with the force of this ar- 
gument, the other day, after an examination of 
the magnificent new passenger depot which is 
being erected at Denver by the Union Depot & 
Railroad Company, and four-fifths of the stock 
of which is held by the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company. It is expected to be completed by 
May 1; and the architect told me that Messrs. 
Gould and Dillon directed personally the plans, 
and take especial pride in its completeness and 
elegance. The estimated cost is nearly $500,000; 
and, though theremay be others larger in the 
United States, it will probably have few if any 
superiors in architectural beauty and tinish. As 
an illustration of the splendid improvements 
made in this Far- Western mountain country, 
and as an expression of the confidence of those 
who know it best, I think a 

PARTIAL DESCRIPTION OF THIS BUILDING, 
as [ received itfrom an examination and from 
the architect's drawings, may be interesting to 
your readers. 

The Chief Engineer and Superintendent, who 
is also the architect, is quite a young man,—Mr. 
W. E. Taylor, whose youth, taken with the 
greatness of his work, pleasingly suggests the 
spirit of the age: aot years, but fitness, rules. 
The main building is in what is called the do- 
mestic Gothic style, and is 503 feet in length 
from northeast to southwest, and is sixty-five 
feetin breadth. It is built with two stories 
tarougbout the central portion,-the two ex- 
tremeties being a few feet higher than the rest, 
producing a pleasing effect. The building 1s all 
of cut stone,—the main body of the walls being 
built of the beautiful light-red sandstone from 
the immense quarries at Morrison, on the 
South Park Railroad, pointed and well finished. 
The ashlar work is the fine gray lava from Castie 
Rock, on the Denver & Rio Grande Railroad; 
and the elegantiy-carved trimmings of doors 
and windows, and the cetul arches over the 
main entrances, are of clear white 82 
M 8 — — 2 — — 
Springs. The highiy- granit 
columns suppor the carved arcbesof the 
main entrances were imported from Scotland; 
and to my surprise,in reply to my question as 
to why some of the splendid granits of our own 
mountains were not used for this purpose, 1 
was told that it cost less to import them by sca, 
and bring them by rail nearly 2,000 miles, than 
to finish them in this manner at home. 

The first floor is devoted entirely to depot pur- 
poses; and the ladies’ and gentlemen's 
rooms and the rooms, are the largest, I 
think, in the country.

In addition to 
these is the splendid new Windsor. which was 
finished and opened last fall. It is built of red 
sandstone, and was furnished by G d 
Mr. Bush at great expense. 
Denver is a tirst-class place of amusement, but 
this will soon be supplied by the early compie- 
tion of the magnificent Tabor Opera-House, 
which will be opened early in the coming spring.

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THE BAUER GANGe 


Capture of the Thieves Who Stole 


| Morrow’s Trunk of Jewelry. 


ln They Took the Trick and What They Did \with 
the Plunder

0 
say. — not at the mings which, tho insep- 
arable from s u. are none the less uninten- 
tional, and to be discou Every system of 
writing, except one on a purely fysiological 
basis, like Mr. Melville Beil’s Visibie Speech, 
must be not merely conventional, but even to 
some extent inconsistently conventional; we 
shall do wellif we can arrive at the stag. of 
writing 1 ma way that shall practically 
represent ideal of speech to whic 1 edu- 
cated Englishmen approximate, tho nohe may 
reack it, and which is as far removed from the 
lurred or —— utterance of the average 
nconer (wh seems to be the cynosure that 
attracts some authors of proposed systems), as 
it is from the archaic or even semi-foreign pro- 
nunciation of distant provinces. This bears I 
think upon such matters as the representation 
of the ure and unaccented vowels; in this 
y I wouid refer with approbation to the 
early fonetic work of Mr. Ellis, and to the prin- 
ciple still maintained by Mr. Pitman (though I 
differ from him in several of its applications) of 
writi sounds which educated men aim at 
p „ not at those which men ina hu 
actualiY succeed in producing. If the reader 
aim at the former. he. may be trusted always to 
reach the latter; if he aim only at the latter, he 
Will soon fall short even of them, and want a 
still newer spelling for bis still more defective 
utterances, But 1 have said enough to com- 
mend the question of speiling-reform to the 
careful -tonsideration of the iety, as well as 
to indicate my own opinion of its useful extent, 
and of the best means of introducing it.

He has also proved before the 
State Legislature that, if restriction be placed 
upon our business, immeasurable harm will re- 
sult to the country, the State, and the city, and 
that by enforcement of arbitrary legislation the 
saloonkeeper will be robbed of the right of ex- 
ercising personal liberty. In this work Mr. Ru- 
bens was greatly assisted by the untiring and 
self-sacrificing efforts of Mr. A. C. Hesing, who 
hus n a friend of saloonkeepers for years.

FIGURES OF FOUR YEARS. 


Financial Resume of Hayes’ Adminis- 
tration. 
New York Times. 

The Treasury Department has had prepared 
what it calls a statement of “the financial and 
economic transactions of the United States for 
the four years ding March 1.“ The figures 
are suggestive, and possibly in some directions 
not contemplated Dy the Secretary, who, it is 
well known, takes an optimist’s view of the 
eourse of events sinde the Administration of Mr. 
Hayes took office, The, total receipts for the 


four years have been in round numbers §1,200,- 


000,000; the expenditures have been not quite 
$1,000,000,000; the surplus has been $202,000,000, 
an average of $50,500,000 a year, er nearly $1,000,- 
000 a week. No one oan deny t this is an evi- 
dence of National prosperty. It is the product 
of taxation which was neither expected nor m- 
tended to yield so much. This taxation, more- 
ove, is levied in ton im in part 
on spirits, fermented liquor, tobacco, and a few 
miscellaneous objects. Its enormous product- 
iveness is directiy rtioned to increased 
consumption of imported articles, mostly lux- 
uries, and of manufactures almost exclusively 
luxuries. The people of the United States could 
not pay such taxes in such amounts unless they 
were prospering in every brauch of affairs. The 
inerease in the revenue has, moreover, been a 
steadily advancing one. in the year ending 
March 1, 1878, the taxes yielded 000,000, the 
next year $232,000,000 third year §300,000,- 
000, and last year 54.000.000. 

If we turn to the figures which show what has 
been done witb the money thus collected from 
the opie, we find that, roughly speaking, it 
has all been used in payment of the dept. The 
reducuon of the debt has been in the four years 
nearly #$200,000.,000, in the first year it was 
$47,00),0.0, in the second,it was $16,000,000, in the 
third $41,000,000; last year it reached the remark- 
able total of $115,000,000. The expenditures, on 
the other hand, have varied. In the first year 
they were as low as $218,000,000; then they ad- 
vanced to $235,000,000, again to 000.000. and 
only wag they were redu , getting down 
to $257,000,000, and still remaining $30,000,000 
above thes tarting point. Had the expenditures 
remained as they were at the outsetof the 
per,od embraced in the statistics, the surplus 
would have been $320),000,000. By the side of the 
$208 000.000 payments of debt must, therefore, 
be placed a net inerease of $112,000,000 in expend- 
iture. We do not think this is a showing to be 
cootemplated with unmixed satisfaction. It is 
comfortable, of course, to know that, as a people, 
we have been getting richer all the time -for 
four years, but since the evidence consists 
in the increased amounts which have been 
taken from our pockets, it would de stiil 
more gratifying to learn that amounts 
bad been judiciousiy expended, so far as the 
increase of the cost of Government is con- 
cerned, the oppusit is true. The Government is 
still far too costly. There has been some im- 

rovement in the personnel of the service and 

methods of administration; but in both it 
as u far jess than it ought to have been. 
estil pay more than we need to pay for less 
service than we should get. Our system is still 
radically faulty, loose, and extravagant. ere 
has been a modest attempt at bette things, 
but it has received no approval trom Congress: 
on the contrary, it has been made in opposition 
to Congress. 

As to the payment ot the debt, that has been 
as little objectionable as a disposition of the 
money yielded by taxation as any that has 
made, but it is very far from being the best 
could bave been made, It would bave been tar 
wiser and cbaaper and, in all probability, would 
not have diminished the revenues had taxes 
been reduced intelligently as the surplus came 
in. Instead of this, the taxes have been icft 
practically as they were in 1877. A few mililions 
have been dropped from the internal revenue, 
but nothing has been taken from the most op- 
8 burdens of this branch of the revenue. 

e still tax the capital and deposits of banks; we 
still worry the business community with the ab- 
surd stamp on checks, adroſtiy adjusted to weigh 
most on those small itors who can least 
easily support it; we still tax matches 30 per 
cent of their retail price. In our import duties, 
we retain scores of taxes which yi very little 
to the Government and which, as in the case of 
the tax on blankets and that on paper and the 
materials of paper, are only a bulwark to 
monopolies supported at an unjustifiable cost

TRAITORS IN THE REAR. 


New Extracts from Rebel Archives— 
The Plans and Operations of Confed- 
erate Agents in Canada in the Sum- 
mer of 1864-—Their Rellance upon 
Northern Democrats to Upset the 
Designs of Lincoln and His * Hire- 
lings*’—A Letter from C. C. Clay, Jr., 
to Judah F. Benjamin. 

In the summer of 1864, wifile the issue of the 
War was still in doubt, a number of agents of 
the Rebel Government appeared in Canada. 
Among them were C. C. Clay, Jr., J. P. Hol- 
combe, and Jacob Thompson.

creants to burn cities and destroy railroads. For 
this purpose they were sepplied with a large 
sum of — he Tribumc isin possession of 
a large number of letter written by these 
agents to the Confederate Secretary of 
State, which it will publish as impor- 
tant material for the future historian. 
The first of these letters in the 
order of their dates is given below. It is of 
much less interest than 5 which will follow.

Mr. Greeley 
bas been chagrined and incensed by it, as his 
articies clearly show. Lam told by those who 
profess to have heard his private expressions 
of opinion and feeling, that he curses all fools 
in high — and regards himself as deceived 
and makreated by the Administration. From 
all that I can see or hear, I am satisfied that the 
correspondence has tended strongly toward con- 
solidating the Democracy and dividing the Re- 
enn, ae encouraging the desire tor 
peace. an prominent politicians of 
the United States assure us that it is 
the most opportune and efficient moral instru- 
mentality for stopping the war that could have 
been conceived or exerted, and beg us to refrain 
from any vindication of our course or explana- 
tion of our purposes. i 

At all events, we have developed what we de- 
sired to the eyes of our own’people.—that war 
with all its horrors is less terrible and hateful 
than the alternative offered by Mr. Lincoln. We 
hope that none will hereafter be found in North 
Corolina or in any other part of the Confederate 
States so base as to insist that we shall make 
any more advances to him iu behalt of peace, 
but that all of our citizens will gird themselves 
with renewed and redoubled energy and resolu- 
tion to battle against our foes until oar utter 
extermination rather than halt to ponder the 
terms which he haughtily prociaims as his 
ultimata.

Mr. Greeley’s pu geo may nave been merely 
to find out our conditions of peace, but we give 
him credit for seeking h robjects. While we 
contemplated and desi something more, yet 
it was part of our purpose to ascertain Mr. Lin- 
coln's conditions of peace. We have achieved 


our purpose in part; Mr. Greeley has failed al- 


ther. He correctly reports us as having 
proposed no terms. We never inte to pro- 
pose any till instructed by our own Government. 
We have suffered ourselves to be faisely report- 
ed as proposing certain terms, among them re- 
union, for reasons that our judgment err 
hoping that we would in due time be fully viadi- 
cated at home. 5 
If there is no more wisdom in our country 
than is displayed in the malignant articles of the 
Richmond Examiner and Petersburg Register, 
approving of the ukase of Mr. Lincoln, the War 
must continue until neutral nations interfere 
and command the peace. Such articles are 
copied into all the Republican presses of the 
United States, and help them more in enco 
ing the prosecution of the War than anything 
they can themselves utter. If 1 am not de- 
ceived, the elements of convulsion and revolu- 
tion existing in the North have been greatly 
agitated by the pronunciamento of the Autocrat 
of the White House. Not only Democrats but 
Republicans are protesting against a draft to 
swell an army to t to free. negroes, and are 
deciaring more boldiy for States’ 
the Union as it was. Many sa draft 
cannot and shall not be enforced. The 
Dethocracy are beginning to learn that they 
must endure perseention, outrage, and tyranny 
at the hands of the Republicans just as soon as 
they can bring back their armed legions 
the South. They read their own fate tn that of

tracks. That accumulation bas been made in 
an effortte keep their roads open so that the 
general public, iacluding sume shopkeep- 
rs, m be accommodated. These dealers on 
Halst street, Milwaukee avenue, and other 
thoroughfares might stop and think what the 
condition of affairs would be if the railroads 
were not to put on their snow-plows, and were 
not to keep their trackscilear, There would be 
very little travel on any of those streets, and 
very little opportunity for any team to 
get anywere, The railroads have been 
working for their accommodation quite as 
much as for their own. The proper way 
to do is to follow the r which bas bven 
set in numerous sections of the city, and for the 
merchant to clear away his own snow. Here 
and there instancas are seen where * 
tor of a weat- market or of a dry-goods store 
bas carted away the pile in traut of nis own 
premises, so as to allow free access to his teams. 
That is the only way in which it can be done. To 
ask the railroads to remove the enormous accu- 
mulauon of snow is my absurd, 
ere have been one or two grumbling letters 
received about the street-railway companies and 
their failure to furnish sufficient accommodation 
to passengers. A person who will grumble at 
such a time as this ie not fit to be listened to. 
He ought to have been here a littie over ten 
years ago, when such a snow as this would have 
ut an absolute embargo on all street-car travel 
or about a week. Inthe old days it was the 
custom, when it begun snowimg, to run the cars 
into the barn, fur fear leat they be injured by 
the elements, and to keep them there until 
the storm was over, and until a gang of 
a dozen or so men had succeeded in 
clearing the tracks. Now the companies make 
as desperate and good fight as they cun to keep 
their roadway m order. They put to work every 
man they can get, utilize all their snow-plows, 
and use and often use up all their stock. It is 
true that this is the most 8 course for 
them to pursue, because if they were to follow 
the fashion of otber days, and make uo effyrt to 
remove snow untu che storm was over, it ould 
cost them far more than to keep ou removing 
it while itis falling, for a track on which snow 
is once compacted and frozen down is very diffi- 
cult to free. While they do not receive as large an 
income from the cars they do run as they would 
if ali the cars were on the track, yet they get 
something, and by these etforts to keep the 
roadway clear they are able to in business 
with ali their cars and borses a great deal soon- 
er than would otherwise be the case. Grum- 
biing at the street-car companies for the lack of 
accommodations during the last two days is dis- 
reputable business.

ROOF-CLEANING. 

Roof-cleahing was extensively in vogue in 
business parts of the city yesterday, and the 
careless manner in which it was carried on did 
not fail to excite comment. There was no 
positive danger in the cutting adritt by the 
man on the roof of large. overhanging masses 
of soft spow, or of throwing shoveiful after 
shovelful so that it landed in the middle of the 
sidewalk, instead of in the street; but the re- 
sult was oceasionally very unpleasant to foot- 
passengers, and more than half a dozeu im- 
maculate silk-hats we crushed into shapeless 
nonentity by the falling avalanches, which, of 
course, was even a more serious matter than 
the snowy baptism received by the sufferer... In 
cities where cleaning the roofs of snow is not an 
oaccasiona! job, regulations exist confining the 
“work in the business parts to certain hours of 
the day when traffic is light, and even then of 
stationing men at either end of the building to 
warn rs-by of the danger, and it would be 
well if, at least, the latter precaution were gen- 
erally followed. The experience of cities which 
are snow-bound every winter goes also 
to show that the failure to clear roofs of the un- 
usual burden of heavy snows is often followed 
by very disastrous conseguences. In the event 
of another storm aris the weight of snow 
upon many of the flat roofs will be very consid- 
erable, and where, through drifting, it is not 
evenly distributed, the danger of collapse is 
greatly increased. In a prominent Canadian 
city, where roofs are built with a view to carry- 
ing ead weight of accumulated snows, there 
have been many serious accidents, ith a sud- 
den crash the overburdened roof of the St. Pat- 
rick's Hall in Montreal fell inwards some years 
since — carried the contents of the large and 
handaome structure to the A a few 
minutes aftera vast assemblage had vacated 
the place. At another time the roof of the drill- 
shed fell in, and again that of a large warehuuse 
coliapsed and carried each of the floors of the 
story below with it to the basement, Should 
a light rain fall upon the snows 
col upon many of ruot - 
Chicago, the weight their 
burden, greatly increased by the additional 
moisture which would be soaked up instead of 
runumg off, could in all probability cause more 
than one accident of the kind described. 
The roofs had better be cleaned as soon as pos- 
sible, always remembering of course that the 
job can be accomplished without any unneces- 
sary crushing of silk hats. 

A ‘skylight over the reading-room of the 
Paimer House became overweighted with snow 
shortly before noon yesterday and crashed 
down on the floor, creating cousiderabie con- 
fusion, but resulting in no more serious damage 
than slightly cutting Mr. Russell, a guest of 
hotel, who was writing at the table.

s dealers sold large quantities, and 
mn retail stores the price ran up to 
25 cents-per can, while the usual price is 10 and 
D. For fresh milk as high as 25 cents a quart 
was paid, and, in justances, this was for slop- fed 
atulf, which is unwholesome and impure. There 
are a large number of people in this city who 
keep a few cows, and they had quite a harvest. 
as 2 and 15 ceuts per quart seemed to be the 
average price. None of the la dealers in 
miik had any supply on hand, and they were un- 
willing to say when they would be able to again 
start in and regularly supply their trade. All 
were anxious. to do so, and hoped that they 
could start in again-to-day, of which there was 
a good prospect, since the railroads were mak- 
ing every effurt to clear the tracks to 
Rigin and beyond into the Uhbicago milk 
and butter district. As it was, but very few 
milk wagons were seen on the streets attending 
to the delivery of the lacteal fluidto customers. 

The hotcls have ad yet experienéed no serious 
want of milk or eggs, but they are apprehensive 
for the future, and have begun to economize in 
the servants’ hails. The supply is small and two 
days more of the milk bleckade would put the 
guests in all the hotels on short allowance.

THE STOCK-YARDS, 

At the Stock- Yards the effect of the storm 
was most seriously evidenced in the decreased 
amount of arrivais and shipments of cattle.

Receipts of Live Stock and Grain Min- 
imiged by the Storm. 


FINANCIAL, 


Stocks operied with a slight decline. St. Paul 
was off &. Northwest IX. Michigan Central 1. 
and some others g tol per cent. There was 
soon an improvement in the market, and a 
strong bull teeling showed itself. Granger 
stocks were largely sold short on account of the 
losses by the weather. Those who ought to 
know calculate that the operating expenses will 
be doubled.

The general 
sentiment of the public is strongly bullish, but 
there are veteran observers not afraid to avow 
themselves pronounced bears, and who believe 
that yesterday's rise was taken advantage of by 
insiders to sell large amounts of stock.

It is a very long time since Chicago had so 
small a record of grain inspection in this city. 
Of course it was owing to the storm, but one 
man was mean enough to hint that it was possi- 
bly on account of the absence of the inspection 
force at Springfield. 

The leading proauce markets of this city were 
flat yesterday. There was some speculative 
trading going on all the time, but not much life 
in it. Provisions were stronger early, with small 
receipts of hogs, but weakened as a prominent 
firm became a free seller at the improved prices. 
The grain markets were almost lifeless. The 
receipts were the smallest ever known since the 
fire, and the prevalence of the storm seemed to 
eccupy the attention of outside parties. There 
were, however, a few buying orders from men 
in the winter whegt sections, the outlook being 
reported by them to be a very blue one. The 
fact that the telegraph wires were in good work- 
ing order did not involve much trad- 
ing, and’ shippers who held orders, 
over from the previous day saw 
little to buy and little chance of moving it after 
it was purchased. The foreign telegrams were 
favorable to higher prices for grain, and tended 
to a lower range on hog product. Mess pork 
closed 50 higher, at $14.524%@14.55 for March and 
$14.624%@ 14.65 for April. Lard closed 2c higher, 
at $10.00@10.02% for March and $1.074%@10.10 for 
April. Short ribs closed 50 higher, at $7.524%@

In jobbing circles business was practically at 
a standstill. There was about the usual call 
from the locai retailers, but so far as shipping 
goods to the country was concerned there was 
no movement to speak of. Not amy did the un- 
usual depth of snow render it next to impossible 
to haul the goods to the depots, but after getting 
them there further progress was stopped by the 
nonu- departure of freight trains. Even the local 
deliveries did not extend beyond the execution 
of the most urgent orders, and no doubt the 
actual volume of business accomplished was 


less than for any previous day since the epizoitic 


period. 

There was a restricted movement in dry goods 
at nominally steady prices. Groceries were in 
fair demand on local account, but beyond that 
next to nothing was doing. The tone of the 
market was steady. Dried fruits, canned goods, 
and fish were aiso freely ordered by the local 
trade, and were held at full prices. The butter 
and cheese markets remained steady. Oils were 
inactive and unchanged. Coal was in good de- 
mand, but little could be done in the way of 
filling orders. Bagging, leather, and pig-iron 
were nominally steady. 

On Kinzie street the bide, wool, and broom- 
corn markets were dulland almost lifeless out- 
side of mail orders, and quotations were gen- 
erally unchanged. Green fruits were firm at 
the ruling quotations for sound. Eggs were 
very unsteady, selling early at 50c, later at 400. 
and in some instances below that figure. Pota- 
toes were firm and higher, a considerable ad- 
vance being demanded on sound stock.

THE COMPLAINT AGAINST THE PEORIA & 
SPRINGFIELD COMPANY, 

which owns the ten miles of road between Pekin 
and Peoria, operated by three or four other 
companies, is that it owns a switch from the 
Wabash, by which the corn-factory receives its 
coal, but that it refuses and negiects to switch 
the coal to the factory, for the reason that the 
switch-engine is out of order,“ but still it 
switches for Woolner’s distillery and the Gas 
Company. , 

Two days after the above charges were filed 
copies were sent to the main offices of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy and Peoria & Spring- 
field Roads. Feb. 9 E. P. Ripley replies to the 
Railroad Conimissioners, saying that “The 
charge of unjust discrimination is denied in 
tote. We stand ready at all times to furnish 
transportation for the Starch Company’s corn 
on as favorable terms as are offered to or ac- 
cepted from any other company or individual 
for similar service. We deny further that the 
Staron Company bas sustained damages by any 
actof ours, or by reason of any rates. It 16 
neediess to point out to you the fact that the 
price at which corn is sold in Monmouth, or any 
other station on our line, is the market price at 
Peoria or Chicago, less the freight charges 
to either point. Were the rate reduced tofeither 
market the immediate result would be a corre- 
sponding advance at the point of production, 
and it is therefore difficult to see by what pro- 
cess the Starch Company arrives at the loss 
caused to it by the alleged rates from those sta- 
tions unless the rates were made lower to the 
Starch Company than to others, thus discrimi- 
nating in its favor, which would appear to be 
what it desires to bring about. 

If MAKES NOT THE LEAST DIFFERENCE 
to the Starch Company what rate we charge on 
corn, provided we do not discriminate against 
it and in favor of others, and its claim for dam- 
ages by reason of the rates it alleges to be 
charged by us is not reasonable, as will be seen 
upon a moment's reflection. 

As rerards the claim that we have forced, or 
do force, grain from our line inw the Union 
Elevator at Peoria, and that ynreasonabie 
charges are made by said elevator, I would say: 
All shippers have the option of delivery at 
Peoria ‘on track’ or in elevators, except at 
such times as our tracks are so biockaded tha 
track-delivery is impossible, when all parties are 
notified, and all shippers and receivers are 
treated alike. The Union — 18 situated 
on our tracks, is a great couvenience to ship- 
pers, and is the only elevator in Peoria located 
on our line, or accessibie to us without extra ex- 
pense. With the charges made Dy this eleva- 
tor we have nothing to do, and over them 
exercise no jurisdiction, but I have yet 
to learn that they are higher than the charges 
made by other Peoria elevators far similar serv- 
ices. You will, I think, coinvide with us in the 
view that it would be highly unreasonable to re- 
quire of us that we should deliver grain in ele- 
vators located on the tracks of other roads, and 
reach@d by us only at increased expense, with- 
out charge for such service to the shipper. 

ON THE QUESTION OF SWITCHING, 
Mr. Ripley says that, as a matter of a@oecommo- 
dation, his road has switched to the corn factory

The 
total included in the general appropriation bill 
is $1,148,000.

The Governor deciines to intimate whether he 
will call a epectal session of the Legisiature or 
not, but every member of the Legislature ex- 
presses the belief that he will call one, and their 
action to-day corroborates their words.
